SUMMARY OF NEWS. 
‘Tus news brought by the Northern Mail from 
Japan is of no partionlar importance ; we 
subjoin the following items compiled from 
the Japan Herald, Fapan Times, the Shang- 
hae North-Chinw Daily News, and the Re- 


corder, - 
JAPAN, 


There is nothing of importance to record 
in the internal state of Japan. We have 
uc Teard of any. fresh disturbance in Yed- 
do about the serious rice question; no new 
riot has oceured since: the last recorded and 
regrettable event. We are assured thats 
government has taken measures to alleviate 
the sufferings of a part of the population 
by opening places of resort for the destitute 
and causing rice to be distributed iu seve- 
ral parts of the city. We are led to’ believe 
that ihe foreign rice which the Gorogio 
lave ordered to be imported will be distri- 
buted to the numerous pa rties who receive’ 
their pay in rice. There is, we think, no 

better way of eucouraging imports than by 
the government giving the first example of 
the introduction of grain; but to complete 
the measure, we think also, that the Goro- 
gio stiduld not hesitate to make known to 
the people the Tycoon’s wishes and doings 
in respect to the rice question, and to pub- 
‘lish all the official information’ they pos- 
<eeds with regard to this year’s crop all 
through the. country. It cannot be serious- 
ly denied that the foreign trade, by alter. 
. ing the old established relative position of 
the people in Japan towards each other, 
and by causing astate of uneasiness amongst 
the Daimios, has in some measure origina- 
ted, or, at all events, increased, the present 
deariess of food. - But itis certain that, if 
left tv act freely, foreign trade will heal the 
wound it has caused, and supply on the 
“pest terms all the necessaries of life to the 

Japanese people, while it will confer upon 

them al) the bencfits, of increased wealth 

and superior industry.

Mr Barnard, stated-the case. On the 24th ! 
of Jast month the. prisoner was on duty in 
Caine Road, some time aiter daylight, and : 
when several people w bout. From the | 
evidence to be produced it would seem that | 
deceased went to # spring by the side of the 
voad, either for the purpose of washing or 
to get a drink, when the prisoner threw a 
stone at him. ‘The deceased rau away from 
the spring. The prisoner flung ‘another 
stone at him, and then in-the most extva- | 
ordinary manner and for a reason quite un- 
accountable tired his rifle at the deceased, | 
and wounded him so that he died in a few ; 
hours afterwards. The prisoner might | 
have imagined that” deceased was thieving, | 
and that he was justified, failing other | 
means of apprehension, to fire at deceased. | 
But that would be a point for the jury, | 
under His Honor’s direction, to decide. { 
The learned Attorney General then handed |

the case over to Mr. Barnard, having im- 
portant public business to atténd to else- 
where.

He washed his son’s face, smoked a 
pipe, aud went ont with a ‘bamboo, saying 
“fT am going get a feed of rice with my 
bamboo.” Did not know where deceased 
went to, but soon afterwards heard from a 
horse boy that a coolie had been shot, She | 
weut up the hill and saw deceased lying on 
the roud side, blood running from him. 

Chung a ye, ostler, deposed that ou the 
morning of Oct. 24, about half-past tive, 
‘he was taking his horses; five altogether, 
out fora walk, just at the corner of Mr | 
Vaueher’s garden ; just before going out 
he saw the deceased pass his master’s’ sta- 
ble, with a bamboo on his shoulder ; on 
coming out vf the stable, witness ‘heard a 
police constable call out to a person’ who 
was at-the spring below the road. The 
Damboo and a sling were lying on the road 
at the time. The spring was about 25 feet 
| below the road, on barren land unenclosed. 
‘The prisoner is the constable who called 
out. What the policeman called was equi- 
valent to ‘‘ thief,” in Portuguese. Witness 
saw aanan runing up the bill; and saw the | 
| prisoner fling a stone at the man, and fling | 

anothér stone as the man continued run] + 
ning, ‘The man was stooping down, either 
washing or drinking when thé consta dle | 
éalled out, Both stones missed the man, - 
and then prisoner up with bis musket and | 
fired at him, the bullet striking the man | 
jin the thigh. The man_fell down and | 
shouted out “ save life.” Prisoner. ran for | 
and brought’ a sergeant. Before that he !

Dr. Murray: deposed to the death of | 
deceased in the hospital a post mortem 
disclosed that a bullet had fractured thé , 
i thigh bose, passed into the abdomiual .: 
cavity, and wounded the intestines in. two ' 
places. A bullet. (produced) was removed ; 
from the intestines. The effect of such a.

CUbung a Ting, horse coolie to Mr Vau-;

From the upening statement of the At- 
torney General it appeared, that the act, of 
which the prisoner stood charged as one of 
the partieipators therein, was perpetrated. 
in Devewber , ony Loard ajuk called 
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the Quong-che-cheong, belonging to Soke- 
wan, from which place she sailed on. the 
20th December last, and has never been 
heard of or seen since that time. ‘The junk, 
a fumily one, was owned by one named. 
Quok in Shun, all of whom were on board. 
at the fime of the attack, and as it‘is as- 
serted by the survivors, that all were 
thrown ovetboard and four of them were 
drowned, The prisoner’s connection with 
the affair as stated by the crown, being that 
he was well. known at. Sokewan asa sailor 
vn board the junk at the: time she left, 
which the prisoner deniea, stating himself 
to bea barber at Sokewan, where aiter a 
joug absence, he had retummed and been 
immediately recognized, and given into 
custody by the surviving amemipers of the 
junk’s- oceupauts, who had returned to 
Sokewan, : : 

‘The Attorney General first called Quok- 
a-cun, who: being declared, said that she 
was -a-fishing boat woman, at Sokewan, 
and was a boatwomaa on the 20th De- 
cemmber last on’ board a_ boat with her 
father Quok in shun, at Sokewan. .

“Some -tiiue since 
the first witness came to hin at So-ke-wan, 
and ‘told. him, the prisoner, that he had 
better produce the man of the same name 
s own, because he had cummitted mur- 
id that if be did not bring: liim for- 
ward, ‘they would bave him takuu up, and 
charged with the wurder. ‘Due : prisoncr 
not being able to find his namesike, was 
consequently given into .custudy. .The 
prisoner made \a concluding — statement 
that during the examination before : the 
Magistrate, the witnesses were questioned 
why as’ the case “was ‘so serious a matter 
why they had not reported tlie-case. before, 
to the’ authorities. ‘This with «another 
denial. concluded the prisoners statement.

connection with it. There was nothing in 
the articles that was not perfectly. legitimate, 
that could not-fairly be defenled: before a 
jury... He should regret, however, if the 
matter were sent to trial, on account of tlic 
great expunse in which both parties would 
be involved. And besides, the more Mr 
Lobscheid stirred in this: mattér, the worse 
it would beforhim. If the case got into the 
Supreme Court, of course defendant would 
put in several pleas to rip up the whole of 
Lobscheid’s dealings with coolies, aud if 
the case were dismissed by’ the Supreme 
Court, Lobscheid’s position would not be 
so good as it now was. But he (Mr G.)

Ensign 
Forjett deposed—‘ After ‘Thompson fired, 
he, Mr Laurie and Dr. Evatt went into the 
next room to load the pistol: When they 
came back, Dr, Evait took his. place to fire 
at the target, and the deceased was stand- 
ing at the time at Dr. Evatt’s left—I was 
standing on Dr Evatt’s right, looking at 
the target-—I then heard Mr Laurie exclaim 
‘For God’s sake look out,” addressing Dr. 
Evatt, 1 believe. Simultaneously with 
that, I heard. the report of a pistol, and 
saw Mr ‘Thompson throw up his. bands and 
fall.” 4
